Eight or Ten Men Killed Outright 
and Others Wounded. : 


A Mill Blown Up With Dynamite by 
Strikers—The Non-union Men Sure 
render—The State Militia.

4% Francisco, July 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press. ] The Post's special 
from Boise City, Id., says: ‘‘Desperate 
rioting is goingon in the Coeur d’Alene 
mines in northern Idaho. Many men 
have been killed and much valuable 
property destroyed. Officials of Sho- 
shone county cannot cope with the riot- 
ers, who are ljocked out against union 
silver miners. The State militiais in- 
adequate, and United States troops 
must necessarily be called out. _ United 
States Marshal Pinkham has just wited 
the Attorney-General at Washington 
announcing that he cannot organizea 
posse in Shoshone county, and asking 
what he shaildo. <A dispatch to the 
United States Marshal says that the, 
great concentrato® at the Frisco mine 
has been dynamited with loss of life. 
| The mob then captured the Gem mini 
property and will blow up the mill. The 
mob at 10 o’clock was advancing upon 
Wallace, the .largest town in that 
region. Men were inflamed with an- 
ger, and were threatening death and 
destruction. Railroad tracks near the 
town of Gem were turn up, and all 
trains were being held at that place. 

‘‘Later dispatches say that the men 
are determined to capture every mine 
in the district, and kill all opposed to 
them. The cause of the strike is the 
demand of the union miners of the dis- 
trict for $8.50 per day for every man

CAPTURED BY THE MOB. 
A Pitched Battle — Dynamite Used—The 
Non-union Men Sarrender, 

Wa (Idaho,) July 21.—|By the 
Associated Press.| The strained rela- 
tions in the Coeur d’Alene labor troubles 
culminated this morning between 5 and 
6 o'clock. Among the events of the 
dav previous were Challenges from the 
non-union men at the ’Frisco and Gem 
mines to. the union miners at the town 
of Gem. . Ail seenied to indicate a 
speedy rupture. Both the Gem and 
‘Frisco mines were guarded by men be- 
hind barricades, armed with Winches- 
ters, and as the caiion is narrow where 
the men are located the men behind the 
barricades could sweep two railroad 
tracks and the county road with buileis. 
The Gem mine barricade is within 300

At 4 o'clock this afternoou about 800 


were armed with rifles, marcoed to 
Wallace. They brought with them 
their prisoners. consisting of 100 non- 
union men and five dead bodies, another 
dead man. James Hennesy, being found 
in the mill at Gem, shot through the 
breast. Upon their arrival here the 
non-union men were turned loose and 
the union men began a search for A. M. 
Ester, the manager of the ’Frisco mine, 
against whom the union men have a 
special grudge. 
THE STRIKERS’ BaD FAITS. 

The terms on which Gen. Miner .and 
guards surrendered werd that twenty- 
seven Winchesters, a number of revolv- 
ers and 2000 rounds of ammunition be 
placed in the hands of disinterested 
parties, two citizens and two conserva- 
tiye union men, and that the non-union 
men should be shipped out of the coun- 
try tomorrow. An hour after the 
agreement about the arms had been en- 
tered into, the union men got posses- 
sion of all the rifles and ammunition, 
and thisevening large bodies of armed 
miners went to Wardner, twelve miles 
distant, in wagons and by rail. The 
mines emvloying non-union men there 
are the Sierra Nevada and Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan. 

‘he Bunker Hill and Sullivan mines 
have a force of 260 men and about 100 
can be armed with Winchesters. There 
is only one way to reach the mine, and 
that fs directly up a gulch and the road 
issteep, If an attempt is made there 
against the men in the mine there must 
be serious bloodshed. 

The county commissioners, district 
attorney and sheriff this afternoon 
telegraphed to Gov. Willey for troops. 
The Governor wired back that the 
sheriff must first exhaust the civil 
power. The sheriff immediately com- 
menced the work of subpeenaeing citi- 
zens to act as a committee of safety, 
and they are to report at Wardner at 
10 o’clock tonight.

Keown Ages Before the Time of Mores. 
In Egypt writing and literature date 

from before the time of Abraham. In 

like manher we have no monumental 
evidence of any time when the Acadian 
people of Babylonia were destitute of 
writing and science, and now we find 
that there.were learned scribes in all 
| the cities of Camaan and that the Phoe- 
nicians and Southern Arabians knew 
their alphabet ages before Moses, while, 

j according to the North American Re- 

view, even the Greeks seem to have 

known alphabetic writing long before 
the Mosaic age. These men, in short, 
were descendants of the survivors of the 

Noachian deluge, and therefore civil- 

} ized from the first; and though we have 

no certain evidence of letters before 

the flood except the statement of the 
author of the Babylonian deluge tab- 
lets that Noah’ had written ar- 
chives at Sippara before going 
| into the ark, yet it is quite certain that 
men who could build Noah's ship are 
not unworthy ancestors of the Pheni- 
cian seamen who prpbably launched 
their barks onthe Mediterranean before 
the death of Noah himself. Thus what- 
ever Value.we may attavh to the record 
in Genesis, We cannot refuse to admit 
that'it fs thoronghly consistent with it- 
self and with the testimony of the old- 
est monuments of Asia and Africa, as it

Hugh 
O’Donnell called the people to order. 

Burgess McLukie presided. » Although 
burgess of Homestead, McLukie is one 
ofthe most prominent leaders of the 
strikers. 

“The object of the meeting,” said he, 
“is to take suitable action for the re- 
ception of our friends, the military, 
who will arrive here in a day or two. 
The general impression abroad is that 
military people are dangerous. This is 
a mistake. We want to arrange for a. 
reception of the kind the military have 
never thought of. We want our people 
to welcome the military people with 
open atms. I pledge you my judgment 
that the calling ont of the military is 
one of the best steps that could possibly 
have been taken for our people. Gov. 
Pattison is a just man and will not per- 
mit the troops of this St*ts to perpe- 
trate an outrage vpor a+ ~oplescch as 
the people of Homertead. It is also an 
evident fact that tue unwashed horde 
of Pinkerton people are again mobiliz- 
ing forces. It is also evi ~*nt to our 
Governor. ._He does not want any 
bloodshed here and so our friends about 
to come are the safest people you could 
possibly be in with, Ido not want the 
mobilized representatives of the State 
to be insulted by the least indication of 
displeastre. If any man is indiscreet 
enough to do an act of that kind he 
should be taken tothe river and be 
ducked and I will be one to help to do 
it.”’ [‘*Good!’’ and applause. | 

A mill-worker moved that any man 
offering insult to the troops be taken to 
the river and ducked. The motion pre- 
vailed by acclamation and the special 


policemen were instructed to carry it} 


out. A committee was also appointed 
to inform the mill-workers not present 
that such action would be taken. © 

‘The plan is to get out every band in 
Homestead,’’ continued the burgess. 
Great applause followed and a man 
shouted ‘I am authorized to say that 
bands have sania. volunteered their 
services.”’ 


The president of each lodge was in- f 


structed to make proper preparations 
for the ceremonies and the burgess 
announced that he would ascertain 
exactly when the military is expected 
and give notice of the approach by the 
town criers. Some indiscreet striker 
suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to make .complaint if any 
militia man is guilty of unbecoming 
‘conduct at any time, but he was 
promptly suppressed. 

The burgess announced that he would 
issue a proclamation inviting all persons 
not connected with the mills and having 
no business in the city other than 
curiosity to keep away while the militia 
should be here. Afterthe arrangements 
were consummated hy unanimous vote, 
Frank. Fugula made a speech in their 
own language to the Slavs, explaining 
all that. had been done, and Jerry 
Dougherty made a ringiyg appeal for 
order and sobriety while the militia 
should be in the city. 

Dan Harris, president of the New 
York Cigarmakers’ Union, spoke in 
much the same vein, after which the 
meeting adjourned | amid much en- 
thusiasm. 

Hugh O'Donnell, who is the undisputed 
executive of Hémestead, said: ‘‘We are 
really glad troops are coming, and pro- 
pose to testify our satisfaction in an un- 
‘mistakable manner. The militia re- 
lieves us of a responsibility which has 
borne upon us heavily, and we are glad 
to give over tothem the preservation of 
order and protection of the Carnegie 
property.’’

The fruit, howevsr, is unusually 
fine. Taking.the estimat¢és of the most con- 
servative growersit would* seem that we 
will have about two-thirds of a crop. Tak- 
ing the extra good price, this will not be 
bad, buta good year, Aj;aother reason why 
business is looking up is because the fruit- 
dealers are all paying cash for their fruit, 
and the growers are né& compelled to wait 
till the dealer sells the fruit. There are

A. Day, George Gould and Gen. Vandever.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


| Fright ful Accident on the First 


Street Cable Road. 


Instantly Killed. 


Thrown from the Train While Round- 
ing a Sharp Curve. 


Believed to Be a Resident of Downey, 
Who Came Up to See the Circ us— 
Another Old Man Drops Dead 

on the Street. 


At a few minutes of 5 o'clock vester- 
day afternoon an old man from Downey, 
whose name is supposed to be Nelson, 


met with a most hosrible death at Ala- 


meda and First streets. 

The unfortunate victim, who is about 
80 years old, came up from Downie to 
see the circus, and after enjoying him- 
self as he usedto when he wasa boy, 
he left the tent and made his way to 
First street. where he boarded a cable 
car. Both dummy and car were already 
crowded to such an extent that the old 
man was compelled to hang on as best 
he could, in company with fifteen or 


twefity déthers who were holding on in’ 


all kinds of shapes. Had the old mau 
been givena seat he would now be #& 
home telling. his grandchildren what 
great sights he saw atthe circus, in- 
stead of lying on a cold slab inthe 
morgue, a mass of mangled flesh and 
bones. 

He managed to hold on until the car 
reached a point near Alameda street, 
when the train struck a short curve, and 


the next second he was being crushed 


to death under the wheels. 

He was hanging to the rear end of the 
dummy and the sudden jar threw him 
between the dummy and car, and before 
the gripman could bring his train to a 
standstill the old man had been crushed 
death. 

He was horribly mangled, his arms 
being broken, his face cut and his body 
crushed. A couple of silver half dollar 
pieces that were in his pocket were 
mashed out of shape, which shows how 
frightfully the old man was ground 


under the wheels of the heavily-laden 


train. 

His body was at once removed to the 
morgue in Orr & Sutch’s on Spring 
street, where it was viewed by hun- 
dreds of people, but no one positively 
identified it. There was nothing on his 
person excey™ a réturn ticket to 
Downey, showing that he came up from 
that. place vesterday.

BERKELEY, June 80, "1892.—[Staff 
Correspondence of Times.] We 
spenttwo night and a day amid the 
unrivaled charms of the Sacramento 
cafion, in the vicinity of Mossbrae Falls, 
with ever the musical murmur of, the 
many mountain rills in our ears, and 
the noisy brawl of the Sacramento, ° as 
it flowed onward amid the boulders in 
its bed, or swept ‘out into cool, 
shaded pools, which are the paradise of 
the speckled trout found in such nam- 
bers in its waters. 

I went outin the early morning to 
see a boyish angler, happy with his rod 
and line, standing on a brown rock, 
bare-footed and coatless, but with a 
face full of content. He was a bright, 
black-eyed little chap, and he cast. his 
line warily into the stream; but I no- 
ticed that it dropped where the current 
was the swiftest and was flecked with 
sunshine. But thesilver mottled trout 
did not bit, and at length, with a con- 


dark sea of soughing pines is in the 
background, over whose green, billowy 
heights the lofty dome of Shasta rises 
against the blue arch of sky. In the 
foreground those vast, pinnacled granite 
crags lifted high above forest walls and 
frowning mountain tops, the granite 
spires of Nature’s cathedaal. 

The “taven’’is located about a third 
ofa mile from the railroad and is dis- 
tant 120 miles from San Francisco. 
Its altitude isa little over 2000 feet 
above sea level. With running streams 
and rivers @bout it filled with mountain 
trout and environed by all the grandeur 
of the Sierra‘ region, the summers 
balmy, the winters frosty, cold and in- 
vigorating and with all the comforts 
and luxuries of the city to be found in 
the new hosteiry, it will doubtless be- 


come one of the most popular of Cali. 


fornia resorts. The management re- 
ported the hotel full to overflowing. 
The. forest pines were casting long 
shadows across the track when we 
again took the train and started on 
our homeward way. But for hours we 
rode on the rear platform of our car 
enjoying the  never-to-be-forgotton 
views along the line in the Sacramento 
Cafion. The mighty massing of the 
hills; the~ sleeping head-lands; the 
beautiful river, growiug and widening 
as it nears the waiting valley; the 
curved tunnels,those masterpieces of the 
engineer’s skill; the fragrant wild lilac, 
leaning just enough toward us so that 
we can clutch a spray or two from our 
platform; the river mirroring the rosy 
sunset and later the crescent moon; the 
tiny islet in the stream; the mountain 
cabins in the midst of green oases of 
growing corn; the hills opening out 
now and then into fields where the cat- 
tle feed; the tireless track-walker, 
such as we have met al! along our way; 
the great spreading stout-limbed 
Oaks; the gradually dwindling hills 
and slowly-vanishing campers, all 
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templative air, he stood upon the boul- 
der twirling the end of his line and 
hook, describing a minute circle with 
them, justa slight perpendicular line:

I moved on, bit turning, I saw the 
boy draw out his line quickly, as if he 
had caught an unwary ‘‘shiner,’’ and I 
heard his whistling notes in which I 
could not detect the faintest sound of 
disappointment. 

We decided to again take a carriage 
ani drive from Shasta Springs to the 
‘Tavern of Castle Crag,’’-which, like 
our drive from Sisson, was one of pic- 
turesque loveliness. Weonce more as- 
cended the trail from the springs to the 
summit, where a mountain barouche 
was in waiting and where the road 
stretched out like a red ribbon along 
the mountain top, the bed of the Sacra- 
mento lying bundreds of feet below us. 
_ That river hadgrown in interest to us, 
for we had looked from the windows of

THE CIRCUS IN TOWN. 


First Performance of Sells Bros.’ Great 
Show—The Animal Exhibit. 

The fact that a circus was in.towr 
brought ont the entire populace, and a 
number of thousands of people viewed 
the Sells Bros.’ street procession yester- 
pay morning.

THE COURTS. 


An Important Decision by 


A Water Right is Not Necessarily 
Appurtenant to Land. 


Louls Reze, the Convieted Burglar, 
Enters a Plea of Guilty. 


A Number of Meh Charged With Various 
Offenses all Plead Not Gality—A 
Case of Contempt Quickly 
Settled—Notes.

Judge Clark yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of Louis Phillips 


. vs. K. H. Dorsey, an action to enjoin 


defendant from interfering with cer- 
tain water rights alleged to belong to 
plaintiff, ordering findings and a de- 
cree of perpetual injunction as prayed 
for, in accordance with the following 
Opinion: 

In the vear 1874 the defendant became 
and was the owner of a tract of sixty-six 
and a fraction acres of landinthe Rancho 
San José, and in October 1879 while resid. 
ing thereon dedicated the same as a home- 
stead by dedication in due form of law. 
On August 12, 1876 the plaintiff executed 
and delivered a deed to one W. W. Rubot. 
tom conveying acertain tract of land in 
said rancho described by metes and bounds 
‘‘and alsothe prior right to such.a quan- 
tity of water that riseé upon the Rancho 
San José in what is known as 
the springs thereon and in the San José 
creek flowing over said ranch asis suffic- 
lent to irrigate the tract hereby conveved, 
oranamount of land equivalent to that 
hereby conveyed and supposed to be about 
On December 7, 1876, 
the said Rubottom conveyed to the de- 
fendant a one-fifth interest in said 
described water right, and on May 12, 
1886, the defendant conveyed the same to 
plaintiff. This water right conveyed by 
Rubottom to defendant, and by defendant 
to plaintiff, is the one involved in this suit. 
The conveyance by defendant to plaintiff 
was in consideration of another and differ- 
ent water right conveyed by plaintiff to 
defendant, which defendant now owns and 
controls. The preponderance of evidence 
shows that after the conveyance by 
defendant to plaintiff of the water 
in suit and up to September, 1891, 
the defendant did not use or claim to own’ 


. the same, but repeatedly admitted plaintiff 


to be the owner thereof. Defendant does 
not offer to rgconvey to plaintiff the water 
right received from him, but claims that 
his conveyance to plaintiff of the water 


right in question is void because his wife 


did not join therein, and then upon the the- 
ory that said water right constituted a part 
of the homestead. 

It may be admitted that if said water 
right was appurtenant to the tract of sixty- 
six acres first above mentioned it consti- 
tuted a part of the homestead, and that no 
partof a homestead can be conveyed ex- 
cept by joint deed of husband and wife. 

It was not, however, necessarily appurte- 
nant. A thing is deemed to be appur- 
tenant to tand when it is by right 
used with the land for its benefit. (Civil 
Code, sec. 662.) It is clear that.had de- 
fendant conveyed the water right the day 
he received the conveyance from the said 


sity tor dis wife joining in the conveyance. 
And itt is equally clear that before he.can 
claim that the water right was affected by 


- the homestead declaration filed in October, 
1879, he must show that it was at that 


time appurtenant to the tract of land upon 
which said declaration was filed; or at 
least that it was appurtenant thereto at 
the time of the conveyance to plaintiff on 
May 12,1886. This he could do only by 
showing that it was used upon said land as 
by right and for its benefit (Civil Code, sec. 

662, supra.) and this he did not do. There 
was. no evidence showing to what use 
the said water was put from the time was 
conveyed by. said Rubottom to defendant 
in December, 1876, to the. time defendant 
conveyed it to plaintiffin May, 1886, and, 

as above stated, a prepondérence of the 
evidence shows that after said conveyance 
to plaintiff, and up to September, 1891, 

being the time complained of, defendant 
did not use said Water at all. It is tru 
detendant testified thatin 1886 and 1887 
he irrigated some corn and alfalfa, but 


_ admitting this to be true, it is not sufficient. 


It does not appear upon’ what land the 
water was used, and defendant's position--- 
he attempting to retain both.the water 
right conveyed to him by plaintiff and the 
water right conveyed by him to defendant--- 
is so wanting in equity that he should be 


held to strict proof. This view was not |. 


discussed by counsel, but it is, -to 
my mind, conclusive, and renders it 
unnecessary to consider the point discussed, 


‘as to whether or not the deed of December 


13, 1880, by which defendant conveyed an 
undivided one-half interestin said sixty-six. 
acre tract operated as an abandonment of 
the homestead, and also whether or not the 
evidence shows title in plaintiff by adverse 
possession. The finding of the Court will 
be that the deed from defendant to plain- | 


tiff of May 12, 1886, conveying the water 
right in dispute was valid and effectual. 
Defendant's point that certain others 
should be made parties to the suit is with- 
out merit. A number of witnesses stated, 
in answer to questions put to them by de. 
fendant's counsel, that they claimed an in- 
terest in said water right, but the evidence 
disclosed no title in them. I think that 
findings and a decree of perpetual injunc. 
tion should be entered and it is so ordered.
